According to law, Barker is to 
be reappointed by the county 
board of supervisors, in view of 
the fact that his shenees is uncon- 
tested.

Bumps on the Road:

A split down the middle of the 
Sequoia high school district Tues- 
day spelled defeat to hopes for 
high schools in East Palo Alto and 
Woodside, as San Carlos and Red- 
wood City precincts provided the 
margin of votes to defeat the dis- 
trict’s $6,250,000 bond issue pro: 


posal. 

All precinets in Menlo Park, 
Ravenswood, Las Lomitas, Porto- 
la and Woodside districts—with 


the exception of Willow, Fremont 
and Central schools returned 
thumping majorities in favor of 
the measure, 

But these were cancelled out in 
San Carlos’ five precincts, where 
the bond issue failed to get even 
50 per cent endorsement; Bel- 
mont, where three of four pre- 
cincts failed to return the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority and Red- 
wood City, where 11 out of 14 pol- 
ling places failed to collect the re- 
quired percentage. 

HEAVY TURNOUT 

Voting was heavy, with more 
than 45 per cent of the district's 
registered electors participating. 

The count, complete but unof- 
ficial, showed: 

For . 14,433 
Against .. 8,347 
Ninety-six absentee ballots re- 
main to be counted. But these can- 
not influence the outcome of the 
election. A total of 22,780 votes 

were counted. 

Seguoia District board chair- 
man Ferris Miles yesterday ,ob- 
served that’ Petia verbo had! 
not yet considered whether or 
not the vote constitutes a “no 
confidence” slap at the trustees. 
A simple majority was handily 
achieved, but not a large enough 
one to meet the requirements 
for bond issue passage. 
Meanwhile, Miles, on behalf of 
the board, issued a statement of 
thanks to all campaigners for the 
bond issue.

Program " 
Assured

The hearir.g at last week’s coun- 
cil meeting assures the expansion 
of Menlo’ Park’s free off-street 


parking plaza program. While 
those involved in the hearing con 
stituted onty three comparatively 
small 4yazas with combined capa- 
city of 224 parking places on the 
ssutherly side of Santa Cruz av- 
tnue, they will integrate with 
large parking areas to be provided 
by two new markets, and they will 
set the pattern for future expan- 
sion of free parking plazas all the 
way to Menlo avenue. 

Ultimately, this development 
will approximate what was recom: 
mended for the south side of San- 
ta Cruz avenue in the proposed 
master plan. 

The south of Santa Cruz park- 
ing to be provided will balance 
the two sides of the street, and 
will immediately take many 
“sleepers” out of the north side 
plazas, increasing the availabili- 
ty of those spaces to bona fide 
shoppers. At some future date 
it is possible that we may have 
to arrapge. for additional off- 
street, parking on the north side, 
but ¥ think that is at least five 
years in the future. 

Ytincipal protestants at last 
week’s hearing were owners. of 
property to be taken for parking. 

The minor nature of the protest 
from parcels to be assessed was 
the result of the many months of 
prior discussions, with the merits 
of many different types of plans 
having been examined exhaustive- 
ly. The plan adopted last week is 
a result of compromises made by 
the many interests involved. 

Often compromises produce an 
inferior product. It is my opinion 
that in this case the compromise 
will lead to a much superior park- 
ing plan ultimately than would 
have the original «more extensive 
and expensive plan. 

Immediate needs will be amply 
covered and when the Stanford 
shopping center threat has been 
experienced and evaluated, furth- 
er parking expansion can be un- 
dertaken in the light of then exist- 
ing needs. 

The council’s next step in the 
proceedings is negotiation with 
property owners having proper- 
ty to be taken. We believe we 
have been liberal in our esti- 
mates of value to be paid, but 
we will certainly consider care- 
fully any evidence presented. by 
property owners indicating a 
higher value. 

It is the council’s duty to value 
all property on a comparable bas- 
is, so that if one property owner 
should prove his property to be 
worth more, all should be equally 
treated. 

There is another hearing sched- 
uled for April. However, the hear- 
ing last week placed jurisdiction 
in the hands of the council unless 

assessments are increased more 
than 10 per cent. We do not be- 
lieve this to be a likely circum- 
stance, so for all practical purpos- 
es the long awaited south Side 
parking is a reality.

Approval of several recom- 
mendations of the Atherton plan-

Actually, the parents’ groups 

have been studying booklets 
containing a series of 110 state- 
ments of “characteristics of a 
good elementary school.” After 
discussion, parents suggest 
changes, deletions and addi- 
tions. 
The results, says Mrs. Porter, 
are to be printed in the yearbook 
of the sponsoring association and 
in a separate booklet for distribu- 
tion. 
Parents were chosen through 
the individual schools, on the 
basis that this would get repre- 
sentative “average” parents. More 
formal choosing of committees, it 
was felt, might result in the in- 
fluencing of the parents’ group’s 
views by “pressure groups,” Mrs. 
Porter said. 

More than 5000 parents are aid- 
ing the study, being conducted 
throughout the state, with nine or 
10 on each committee here.

“It’s party time!” Whatever the 
gathering may .be—an announce- 
ment party, a church social, a club 
gathering, or an informal evening 
with old and new friends—your 
party will be more fun if you plan| ‘ 
for it. .

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Trees Are Best Investment in Gardens, 
But Care Must Be Taken in Selection 


We are fortunate in California 
to be able to plant elms and not 
lese them immediately to the 
Dutch elm disease. 

One of my favorite trees is the 
Chinese elm. It’s arching branch- 
es and small leaves give it a grace- 
ful look, and the birds love it for 

a home, or a place to fly into or 
| swing on a branch. Its only early 
drawback is that it needs staking 
for several years. 

When I speak of a tree’s artistic 
| value I mean its importance in the 


| spotial design of a garden. Any- 
|thing above five feet suggests 


depth and continuity and brings 
|focus to the pattern of small 
things in a garden. 

When all things in the garden 
| are small there seems to be no pat- 
tern and the effect is complex and 
confusing. Just one tree will bring

den Club Hears the Answers

Perennials are the work horse 
of the garden, carrying on the 
color during the year, utilizing a 
minimum of space and for the 
least money spent. Choose only 
the cream of the crop, Mr. Fish 
Stressed, in planting—and plant 
not in stiff rows but in drifts. 

The chief fault of the amateur 
gardener, the speaker emphasized, 
is lack of proper conditioning of 
soil and adequate planting holes 
for plants and shrubs. Pouring 
water on a garden does no good if 
the soil is hard and packed. 
SOIL CONDITIONERS 

There are reliable soil condition- 
ers that can be used in powder or 
liquid form, and will render soil 
friable within two or three weeke, 
lasting for several years. These 
soil conditioners, Mr. Fish said, 
must not be confused with fertil- 
izers, which must also be used. 

Any shrub or tree to be planted, 
he went on, must be placed in a 
hole three times the size of the 
present ball of tree. The hole 
should have proper drainage ma- 
terial in the bottom, filled with a 
mixture of one-third good topsoil, 
one-third humus and one-third 
composted steer manure. 

This properly planted tree can 
spread its roots through the loose 
mixture, and start growing 
PLANTING MISTAKE 

Gardeners, he pointed out, 
this poor planting mistake most 
often with magnolia grandiflora 
and citrus trees. Mr. Fish urged 
the gardeners to use native shrubs 
or shrubs from climates similar to 
ours: they grow to greater beauty 
and much quicker in their natur- 
al habitat.

FIRST COSTUME 

Gernreich’s first costume opened 
the show with a breeze of intaken 
breaths—a startling creation, it 
boasted a tailored, slim gray coun- 
tenance; on turning, the model 2x- 
posed a blouse back electrified 
with brilliant pink, purple and 
green stripes, carried out with a 
matching bow at the neckline. 

Another frock—tink pink checks

Best known for elegant, albeit 
simple, town suits, Adele Simp- 
son’s spring collection featured 
great play on the new overblouse 
and use of the long handled um- 
brella (especially designed for 
crowded sidewalks).
